action is inevitable from the speculative 
stock and industrial promotion debauch 
which now has the country in ita grip, 
and that the owners of the millions of 
dollars made through these means will 
turn with avidity to a more etable form 
of investment. 


Evil of Overbuilding. 

Apart from the depression incident to 
the war and a natural reaction from the 
boom market of a few years ago, the 
greatest evil affecting the market today 
is overbuilding. The entire city is over- 
built, downtown as well as outside, with 
the possible exception of a few favored 
localities, and the evils incident to it, 
more than any other cause, are oper- 
ating to the decided injury of the invest- 
ment market. 

It has materially reduced the earning 
capacity of all classes of property, has 
brought scandal in its train in connec- 
tion with padded leases and excessive 
loans, and has operated to discredit the 
entire market. 

The trouble, of course, has been with 
the speculative builders, and it is be- 
lieved the publicity which has been given 
to the causes complained of is working 
a cure. The market needs it.

been expected. 

The encouraging fact remains that 
despite the disturbing effect of the pres- 


sion growing out of possible complica- 
tions in connection with the Buropean 
war, marked overbullding in nearly all 
classes of outside buildings, and the 
disquieting effect of the agitation re- 
garding padded leases and excessive 
loans, the market was of a steadily Im- 
proving character and showed,a marked 
gain in the movement practically of all 
classes of property as compared with 


See Good Market in 1917. 


This improvement has been partic- 
ularly noticeable during the closing 
months of the year and has tended ma- 
terlally to strengthen the growing belief 
that the coming year promises to brine 
4 it the best market the city has 
{ known in several years. 

This is based on the belief that with 


the gradual adjustment of values which 
has been going on for the last two years 
toward a more attractive investment 
basis the market is ripe for a natural 
reaction toward much better conditions 
and is in a condition to attract the 
favorable attention of the vast specu- 
lative profits of the last year or more 
which will seek some more stable form 
of investment. 

The great public works already begun 
and the much greater ones upon which 
a beginning promises now to be made 
in the comparatively near future should 
operate greatly to stimulate the market. 
An interesting feature of the year’s | 
market regarding outside business prop- 
erty is the fact that transfer corner 
property, particularly that generally 
recognized as saloon property, has suf - 
fered materially through the rapid 
growth of the “dry” sentiment, and 
the prospect that more drastic measures | 
are likely to come within the next few 
years. 


Declines in Some Sections. 


With the exceptions just noted, values | 
generally have been well maintained, | 
although here and tnere, owing to some 
unfavorable local conditions, there have 
been declines. There are great stretches) 
of intermediate territory on the three: 
sides of the city where conditions have 
been exceedingly bad, as they have been 
for a good many years. Only as it be- 
comes available for manufacturing and 
business purposes does there seem to be 
any particular promise for this class 
of property in the future. 

With a few exceptions, the market has 
found its greatest activity in the more 
outlying parts of the city. The most 
notable of these exceptions are the new 
union station zone on the west side, 
the business and manufacturing district | 
just north of the river, and the “ Street- 
erville’’ district just north of this. 

In thts connection mention should be 
made of the announced plans of the 
Drakes looking to the erection of a great 
hotel and apartment building at Lake 
Shore drive and Lincoln parkway to cost 
in the neighborhood of $5,000,000. If the

Outlying Land Shows Strong. 

In the southwest part of the city de- 
velopments late in the year in connec- 
tion with the 100 acre tract of the cen- 
tral manufacturing district at Ashland 
avenue and Thirty-ninth street, com- 
prised one of the most important fea- 
tures of the year’s market. 

Outside of the activity in the Union 
station zone, the west side found its 
most important developmepts in the 
more outlying districts, notably the ac- 
tivity incident upon the prospective ex- 
tension of the Metropolitan elevated 
road to nearly the west line of the city 
of Berwyn, the extension of the surface 
lines west on Division street to the city 
limits, and the extension of the North 
avenue line to Austin avenue. Plans 
also are well advanced for connecting 
the east and west elevated lines with a 
north and south line through Forest 
Park and River Forest.

Several notable transactions were re- 
ported in the Union station zone on the 
west side in the early part of the year 

Among the more important new trans- 
actions was the purchase from W. R. 
Linn and the State bank, of Chicago,’ 
trustee, of the block between Randolph 
and Lake streets, 85.7 feet on both streets 
and with a frontage of 378 feet on West 
Water street, for $1,000,000. The sta- 
tion company also purchased from E. B. 
Butler the property on Randolph and 
West Water streets, 230 feet, east front, 
for $300,000. 

The station company also purchased 
from Marshall Field & Co. the ware- 
house property at Polk street and the 
river for about $1,600,000.
